'"'.Becord agricultural, production of 
recent years has tended to dim the fact 
that much idle land still exists in the 
U.S. which could be converted to 
production if the demand arises. The 
U.S. Soil Conservation Service es- 
timates that an additional 111 million 
acres could be added to crop lands'in 
the Middle West and South. That 
.would increase current crop lands by 
one-third. 


;.:'Not all of the land which could be 
turned into production is prime farm 
land, but all of it could be made 
productive with good soil and water 
management. It is a nice reserve to 
have, especially in view of the singular 
lack of room for expansion in much of 
Europe and Asia. 
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The Arab group followed suit in a

The refusal by the Canadian seg- 


ment of the IOF to allow Taiwan's 
athletes to compete as the official 
representatives of the Republic of 
China runs much deeper, certainly so 
far as the U.S. is concerned.

The political effect at home is 
crucial to Ottawa. In their own way the 
people in the western provinces are as 
skeptical of Ottawa as are the FreAch 
Canadians in Quebec province. 


Underneath the Red China pact is 
the Dominion’s determination to pull 
Canada’s entire economy away from 
its heavy dependence on the U.S. 


The dependence is two-pronged, ex­ 
ports to south of the border and 
American ownership in Canadian na­ 
tural resources and production facili­ 
ties. *» 


Following World War II, Canada ac­ 
tively courted American investment. 


The war had seriously curtailed 
Canada’s markets in England and the 
British Commonwealth of Nations, and 
the Domination itself lacked the capi­ 
tal to develop Canadian industry. 


This U.S. commitment more than 
filled the void left by the war. 


Today, however, a very strong, vocal 
feeling prevails that the void has been 
overly 
covered, 
that 
Canada 
is 
dangerously close to becoming a 
financial satrapy of the U.S. 


Though there is some question if this 
is a messianic conviction of the man of 
the street who harbors some thoughts 
of his own about Canadian business­ 
men, influential voices are forcing Ot­ 
tawa and the provincial governments 
to curn this investment influence. 


Special taxation, investment ratios 
between Americans and Canadians, 
nationalization of resources such as 
the U.S. owned potash mines in 
Saskatchewan are the tools being used. 


A more indirect attack addresses it­ 
self to natural resources. 


In November, 1974, during the 
height of the Arab created petroleum 
crisis, Canada jolted Washington in 
announcing a phased reduction of oil 
shipments to the U.S. looking to a total 
cutoff by 1984. 


Since Canada had been our country’s 
main source of imported oil, the 
impression 
was 
widespread 
our 
northern 
neighbor 
had 
lim itless 
reserves. 


Ottawa itself feit the same way until 
its Department of Energy, Mines and 
Resources sharply reduced its es­ 
timate of proven reserves. A 1973 
report re-evaluated its opinion down­ 
ward by 36 per cent in natural gas and 
38 per cent in petroleum. 


Though estimates of underground 
riches frequently have a way of being 
proven wrong, the Ottawa decision can 
not be faulted when national con­ 
siderations are placed in the balance. 


This rising Canada for Canadians 
spirit 
lay 
behind a 
response to 
President Ford’s thinly veiled remark 
that ejecting the Taiwan athletes was 
bullying a small country for political 
reasons.

MacEachen, Secretary of state for 
External Affairs, retorted, “ The posi­ 
tion we have taken does not affect 
American interests in any way wha­ 
tever.

PEANUT FARMERS 
ARE PROTECTED 


Editor, 


It sure isn’t peanuts, the 
money the nations taxpayers 
will have to shell out this year 
for more than a billion pounds 
of unwanted peanuts, produced 
in Georgia, Texas, Oklahoma 
and other states. 


The federal price support 
program, for peanut growers, is 
estimated at $155 million this 
year and $175 million next year. 
Democratic 
presidential 
nominee, Jimmy Carter and 
family own a 3,107 acre farm, 
authorized to produce peanuts 
on 243.9 acres, but they grow 
seed peanuts for other farmers. 
When that program began in 
1941, the legislation required 
that federal subsidies be paid to 
farmers producing peanuts on a 
nationwide maximum of 1.6 
million acres. That base figure 
remains unchanged today, but 
per-acre yield has tripled and 
the government’s per-acre cost 
escalates annually. 


For instance, the 1975 crop, 


1.9 million tons of peanuts, 
included 600,000 surplus tons 
government 
was 
forced 
to 
purchase at $394.50 a ton. 


Currently in storage are more 
than a billion pounds of peanuts. 
“We’re holding 200 million 
pounds of peanut oil.” 


“We’ve invested 70 cents a 
pound in the product, and it’s 
selling on the open market at 45 
cents a pound,” 
says one 
agricultural 
department 
of­ 
ficial. Mr. Frick says “ the 
peanut farmer is so heavily 
supported that there’s no way he 
could do as well on his own. He 
knows he has the benefits of 
political protection, and a clever 
written law” . Although Carter 
received no cash subsidy for his 
peanut interests, he is in favor 
of continuing the program.

The Carter-party unity and

Tending Flames 


NEW YORK - California’s 
Jerry Brown showed up in New 
York with nothing much in 
mind, hung around the McAlpin 
Hotel, and asked reporters 
whether they could suggest a 
strategy to him since he was out 
of ideas. 


When Brown finally appeared 
at the convention on Wednesday 
night, however, his future role 
was clear. He is the beneficiary 
of all 
present 
and 
future 
Democratic discontents with 
Carter. 


Carter now rides very high, 
but 
a 
sizable 
number 
of 
Democrats exist who will vote 
for him while holding their 
noses. Nothing about Carter 
reminds anyone of the 1960s, 
when, in the opinion of such 
Democrats, the party burned 
with the purest of ideological 
flames. Carter’s early maturity 
belongs to the 1950s. Today he 
fits in nicely with the national 
mood of self-celebration. 


During the intervening period 
of the 1960s, like Cincinnatus on 
his farm. Carter was busy in 
Georgia. He now steps forward 
— all but explicitly — to rescue 
the Democrats from the mili­ 
tant and freaky ’60s. 


The Jerry Brown operation, 
however, now displays all the 
symbols evocative of 1960s 
emotion. Dozens of banners 
tearing the black eagle of Cesar 
Chavez’s United Farm Workers 
waved amid the Brown sup­ 
porters at the Garden. Chavez 
himself strode to the podium 
and made a dull speech for 
Brown’s candidacy. As a speech 
it was a real whiff of nerve gas, 
but, dull or not, Chavez is a po­ 
tent symbol. ‘Carter’s blacks 
look like state legislators and 
community 
college 
history 
teachers, but Chavez is Third 
Worldy and has Chicano chic. 


The Brown speakers and 
demonstrators come down hard 
on all the 1960s themes: civil 
rights 
militancy, 
lettuce, 
grapes, 
Vietnam, 
funky 
religiosity, hatred for Nixon. 


The sacred flame of the old 
Gene 
McCarthy 
and 
“ movement” constituency has 


passed to Brown. To vary the 
metaphor, Brown represents old 
wine in a new bottle. 


Brownites at the convention 
displayed a large banner about 
the size of a bed sheet, which at 
first glance appeared to be a 
sort of Japanese naval ensign, 
with broad, red, radiating Ris­ 
ing Sun-style stripes. Upon 
closer inspection, however, it 
turned out to be nothing less 
than the flag of the Universe, 
including a circular blue field 
containing the stars of the 
heavens. Plantary conscious­ 
ness, Brown calls it. 


If Carter does make it to the 
White House, Brown, sulking in 
Sacramento, is going to be a big 
pain in the neck to him. Unlike 
Udall’s, Brown’s brief remarks 
from the floor seemed sullen 
and grudging. He reminded you 
of the first part of a Jacobean 
melodrama, you kow that the 
dark and mysterious young man 
in the Court scene intends 
nothing very good to the Duke. 


In his brief floor statement, 
Brown assured his admirers 
that this was “only the beigin- 
ning.” He was not referring to 
the 
presidential 
career 
of 
Jimmy Carter. 


Brown, moreover, has already 
shown himself to be a potent 
focus of anti-Carterism in six 
out of sue primary battles with 
the Baptist.

U nbalanced View Of U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Pupils in Israel’s high schools get a 
“skimpy and unbalanced view” of the history and accomplish­ 
ments of American Jews, a new study finds. 


It says the gap is due primarily to inadequate material in history 
texts used in Israel. 


The two-year study was financed by the American Jewish 
Committee’s Jacob Blaustein Institute for the Advancement ol 
Human Rights and conducted by Reuven Surkis, director of 
Israel’s historical society. 


The study, based on examination of Israeli textbooks and inter­ 
views with 212 Israeli teachers, found that the poor information 
Israeli pupils have about U.S. Jews adversely affects understand­ 
ing of the U.S. Jewish community by Israeli Jews. 


Fringe Religious Cults 


CHICAGO (AP) — Twenty million Americans are involved in 
“fringe religious cults” such as spiritualism, Hare Krishna and 
Scientology, says a University of Chicago anthropologist. 


Irving Zaretsky, after a 10-year study of the fringe religious 
phenomenon, says the number may be larger, since participation 
often is an “occasional ‘one-shot’ experience.” He says the cults 
often are effective in getting people off drugs, and helping those 
tho have gotten too far out to fit back into traditional social pat­ 
terns. 


Joint Communion Service 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — Bishops and priests of the Episcopal and 
Polish Catholic churches are planning a joint holy communion 
service in October to mark the 30th anniversary of the intercom­ 
munion concordat between the two denominations. 


Enrollm ent Sm aller D ecline 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (AP) — Enrollment in Roman Catholic 
elementary and secondary schools dropped 47,042 in 1975 to 
3,372,701, but the year’s decline was less than 1 per cent, as it has 
been for three years. 


Officials say the smaller decline indicates a leveling off trend in 
a 10-year drop since 1965, a decade in which enrollment in church 
elementary and secondary schools fell 2,109,653.

“Bobby Kennedy said he was 
having an inquiry made as to 
what questions a reporter could 
ask the President,” she said, 
“ And a congressman from 
Pennsylvania refused to help 
me anymore because Kennedy 
was so powerful and I’d offend­ 
ed him.” 


Referring to current sex 
scandals in Washington, Mrs. 
McClendon recalled that the 
wife of a CIA man had been 
killed on a path near the White 
House at this time and although 
an arrest was made, charges 
were later dropped and no one 
ever heard any more about the 
case. 


“Johnson (former resident 
Lyndon B.) and I had been good 
friends, but he didn’t want me 
to ask questions. He liked to do 
all the talking all the time. 


“ I got the first story out 
across the nation about the 
Bobby Baker Case,” she said. 
“ If that investigation had been 
carried out as it should have 
been, it would have been a 
bigger story than Watergate. 


“ Johnson had been in the 
White House about two days 
when he sent word to Texas 
editors to take me off the job,” 
she said. “I was removed from 
my job and given another with 
equal pay.

She has been watching . . . 
and irritating . . . officials in 
Washington since she arrived at 
the nation’s Capitol in 1943. 
Seven presidents have shied 
away from her questions and 
she has been threatened more 
than once during her long 
career as a member of the 
Washington Press Corps. 


A native of Tyler, Tex., Mrs. 
McClendon began her career by 
writing

newspaper and after eight years 
organized her own news service. 
In Beaumont, when World War 
II started, she volunteered as a 
private in the United States 
Army.

THE TOMATO 
Here are some of the things 
that happt'n to tomato plants. 
They use up all the fertilizer you 
have provided and the lower 
leaves turn yellow while the rest 
of the plant is light green and 
does not grow very large. Fruit 
take about 50 days to m ature 
from bloom and if the weathet 
was cold at the time the fruit 
was setting, the tomato may be 
cat faced. If it 
rains, 
the 
shoulders of the 
fruit crack from 
expanding

fast. If it’s too 
dry when

disorder called 
blossom end rot 
may 
develop.

end of the fruit 
turns dark and leathery.

tions. Without the grant, three deputies would haw been cut 
tranche department's payroll and the program terminated.

CASSOPOLIS — The Cass county board of com m issioners 
drew loud applause and cheers from about 100 people last night 
after they voted to accept a federal grant that will partly finance 
continued operations of sheriff departm ent’s M etro narcotics 
squad.

ing the program , including those who originally voted against it. 
However, Johnie Rodebush. Niles, board chairm an, and Com­ 
missioner Charles Sarabyn of Dowagiac were absent. Commis­ 


sioner Rexford Clark, Dowagiac, said more information about 
the drug program had been received from Sheriff Jam es 
Northrop and after reviewing the information he said he would 


support such a program . Clark, who originally voted against the 
program , made the motion to approve it last night. 


After the 9-0 vote, Clark said “ It was a m atter of reason 


prevailing, not a subm ission to p re ssu re " that changed the 
commissioners minds.

EDT with 
eight sections clearing about 
3:45 p.m. The staggered starts 
are for various sized boats clas­ 
sified in res{)ective sections. 


The first finishers should be 
showing up by early Monday, 
but It may take a day or so to 
declare the official winners on a 
t*omplicated system of correct­ 
ed times and handicap ratings. 


Good racing weatner seemed 
likely, although old hands un­ 
doubtedly will be hoping for 
stiffer winds than predicted. 
The National Weather Service’s 
projected weekend forecast for 
Lake Michigan is sunny and 
pleasant with north to northeast 
winds 
Saturday 
of 
lO-to-15 
miles-an-hour and on Sunday, 
northeast to east at 5-to-12 
m.p.h. 


No storm patterns are seen, 
as a high pressure system over 
the lake Sunday makes for clear 
sailing.

Among the few who did en- 
couraj^ her were car owner and 
designer Rolla Vollstedt, who 
asked her to compete in cham- 
pionghip racing, and her team­

was willing to take all the pres­ 
sure of accepting a woman 
teammate. It took a go<Kl man, ’ 
Guthrie says. 
But when it was announci*d a 
woman would enter the Tn-nton 
Championship race in .May, she 
says, "There were howls of 
‘women can't do 
it’ 
from 
drivers, car owners, even the 
press. 
“ here was one driver I know 
who went into the manager s 
office of the Trenton track and 
pounded his fist on the desk, 
saying that they couldn’t do it — 
let a woman race,” she says.

A Medicaid 'Crisis' 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The administration of the Mcdieaid 


program in the United States "has caused a crisis in federal-state 
relations," says an expert on the medical care system. Bevcrlec 
Myers, former director of the New York State Department of 
Social Services, criticized federal regulations and fragmented 
attempts to cut the cost of the program, which provides medical 
service for the poor. She made her comments Friday in an 
address to the opening session of a two-day conference on 
Medicaid cost-containment. The meeting was sponsored by the 
National Conference on State Legislatures, and attracted 
representatives from about 15 states. She said Washington has 
broken promises to the states to take over funding of the Medicaid 
program — it is now funded half by the states and half by the 
federal government — has not given the states administrative 
powers and has "mandated them to spend more and more 
money."

Consumers 
Seeking 
Bigger Hike 


JACKSON, Mich. (AP) - 
Consumers Power Co. has asked 
the Michigan Public Service 
Commission to update a pend­ 
ing 1974 application to boost na­ 
tural gas rates by including the 
utility’s 1975 operating costs. 


The company said this week it 
needs $18.9 million above the 
$54.2 million it requested in 
November 1974 in order to 
“earn a reasonable return” on 
its gas operations through late 
1977. 


The PSC last month dis­ 
missed 
another 
Consumers 
request to increase natural gas 
rates by an additional $54.1 
million on top of the 1974 
request. 


In turning down the more 
recent request, PSC Chairman 
Daniel Demlow said regulation 
of state utilities “cannot work if 
we allow rate cases to be pan­ 
caked one on top of another.” 


The 1974 case includes the 
question of how much of the cost 
overrun Consumers experienced 
on its Marysville Gas Reform­ 
ing plant should be passed on to 
the company’s 960,000 cus­ 
tomers. The commission ruled 
last March that it needed more 
information before issuing a 
ruling. 


In June 1975, the PSC granted 
Consumers an interim rate 
increase of $29.1 million.

MUSKEGON — Congressman 
Jam es G. O’Hara (D-Mich.) 
said Friday he saw the eastern 
shoreline of Lake Michigan as 
damaged heavily by erosion and 
added two measures bottled up 
in Congress coulJ

shoreline by lowering water 
levels. O’Hara commented at a 
press conference here during a 
flying tour of the Lake Michigan 
shoreline. The trip began in 
Chicago, traveled along the 
Lake Michigan shoreline to 
Muskegon and then traveled to 
the east side of the state for an 
inspection at Saginaw Bay, Lake 
St. (’lair and the Monroe area on 
Lake 
Erie. 
Accompanying 
O’Hara 
on 
the 
tour 
were 
Congressman Ray Roberts (D- 
Texas), chairman of the sub­ 
committee on water resources, 
and Brig. Gen. Robert Moore, 
North Central division engineer 
of the U.S. Army Corps of En­ 
gineers. 


The tour was a prelude to 
hearings in Washington D.C. on 
measures to reduce record-high 
water levels in thp Great Lakes. 
O’Hara, chairman of the 130- 
member Conference of Great 
Lakes Congressmen, has led ef­ 
forts to divert additional water 
out of the Great Lakes at both 
Chicago and the Niagara river 
during high water cycles. These 
are intended to lower water 
levels in the lakes and prevent 
erosion. 


‘‘I want Chairman Roberts to 
get a first-hand view of the 
problems we face in the Great 
Lakes because rf »he high water 
levels that have persisted over 
the past five years,” O’Hara 
said. “ I’m confident that ... the 
chairman will be receptive to 
our plea for prompt action on 
legislation that will help cure 
the situation and restore some 
measure of stability to the lake 
levels.” 


O’Hara of Utica is a primary 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for the U.S. senate 
seat being vacated by Philip 
Hart. 


U.S. Auto 
Sales Up 


13 Per Cent 


DETROIT (A t) — Although 
summer is usually a slack time 
for 
auto 
sales, 
domestic 
deliveries of new cars climbed 
13 per cent in mid July, keeping 
the market alive as the 1977 
model year approaches. 


The nation’s four automakers 
reported Friday that retail sales 
during the July 11-20 period to­ 
taled 241,528, compared with 
213.965 in the sam e 10-day 
period in 1975. There were eight 
•selling days in each period. 


Ford Motor Co. said its sales 
rose 36 per cent, Chrysler Corp. 
reported a 34 per cent gam and 
General Motors Corp. said its 
deliveries were up 3 per cent. 
Small-car specialist American 
Motors Corp., stuck in continu­ 
ing sales decline, reported a 41 
per cent drop. 


“ Retail deliveries are m ain­ 
taining a good, 
solid 
pace 
through the summer months,” 
said Bennett E. Bidwell, sales 
vice president at Ford Motor Co. 


GM said its modest gam in the 
latest period was the result of an 
exceptionally strong sales mark 
a year ago, the result of a sales 
contest. Overall, Chevrolet sales 
fell in the period bjt Cadillacs, 
Olsmobiles and Buicks set new 
marks for a mid-July, GM said. 


So far this year, the com­ 
panies have reported total retail 
sales of 4,896,782 new cars, up 34 
per cent from 3 642.044 a year 
ago. Chrysler is up 42 per cent, 
GM 38 per cent and Ford 30 |ht 
cent, while AMC is down 20 per 
cent.

A Medicaid ‘Crisis’ 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The administration of the Medicaid 
program in the United States “ has caused a crisis in federal-state 
relations,” says an expert on the medical care system. Beverlee 
Myers, former director of the New York State Department of 
Social Services, criticized federal regulations and fragmented 
attempts to cut the cost of the program, which provides medical 
service for the poor. She made her comments Friday in an 
address to the opening session of a two-day conference on 
Medicaid cost-containment. The meeting was sponsored by the 
National Conference on State Legislatures, and attracted 
representatives from al>out 15 states. She said Washington has 
broken promises to the slates to take over funding of the Medicaid 
program — it is now funded half by the states and half by the 
federal government — has not given the states administrative 
powers and has “ mandated them to spend more and more 
money.”
